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DETAILED ACTION 

*** This office action is in response to Applicant's Response filed November 24, 2003. 
Claims 14-24 and 26 are currently pending. Claims 1-13 and 25 were canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 14-24 and 26 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's convincing remarks together with all clear reasons in the Brief filed 

November 24, 2003 have overcome the rejections of record. Accordingly, the references of 
record, alone or in combination, do not fairly anticipatively disclose each and every aspect of the 
claimed method, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the claimed method. 

As convincingly remarked by Applicant, Kao (5,688,700) merely teaches implanting ions 
into the substrate to form the implant region 32 using the sidewall spacers 30 as a mask (Figure 
6), wherein the implant region 32 is located completely below the opening 29, wherein the inner 
implant region 32 is not resided below the sidewall spacers 30. Yu (6, 190,980) teaches 
implanting ions at a small angle to form the extensions 20 that the implant will resuh in 
substantial overlap into the channel itself (Figure 7), In Yu, there is no clear teaching the 
implanting being performed at an angle to provide the implanted ions under the dielectric spacers 
on each side of the opening. Hook (6,271,565) merely teaches implanting ions at multiple angles 
to the sides of the gate. Thus, it would not have been obvious to estabUsh a prima facie case of 
obviousness of the claimed invention, since, as convincingly remarked by Applicant, it would 
create a link (e.g. including the implant region 32 and the pocket/halo extensions 20) directly 
between the source and drain, running together and retain no distinction, wherein there is no 
obvious and clear motivation for such modification.
